Some Sierra Madre ans 
look upon the May rainfall 
of from 4 to 5 inches as a 
life saver. Truthfully it did 
not do us very much good . . 

. . for the time being any¬ 
way . . . Nearly everywhere 
in California you have read 
about different places that 
did mot catch much of the 
rainfall and most of it went 
back into the ocean.

In Sierra Madre the water 
was too dirty for diversion, 
so the actual amount of sav¬ 
ings, if there was any, was 
the difference in what home- 
owners did not use during 
the time of the rainfall. In 
other words several thou¬ 
sands of gallons may have 
been saved by not watering 
your lawns during that 10- 
day period ... a savings 
of ooiurse, but very small 
when you think in terms of 
4 inches of rain falling on 
the 3.9 square miles known 
as Sierra Madre.

Perculation is the only 
way that a savings will be 
shown from the recent rain¬ 
fall and his will not take 
place unil sometime next 
spring. Water that is falling 
into the mountains will per¬ 
colate and experts say it 
takes anywhere from nine 
months to twelve months be¬ 
fore it reaches our wells or 
tunnels.

True, rainfall this year is 
ahead of last year, so we 
will receive less percolation 
at this date than we Will a 
year or so from now . . * 
The saving of water can 
give us great satisfaction of 
sympathy with our sister 
cities and countrymen . . . 
on the other hand, supposing 
that Sierra Madre was to 
cave, during the summer 
months, 500 acre feet of 
water . . • Would it not be 
feasible to say hat we could 
sell his savings to Arcadia. 
Water is now selling for 
$72.50 an acre foot. In-sell¬ 
ing it to Arcadia, this would 
be 500 acre feet less they 
would have to draw from 
MWD. and 500 acre feet less 
that MWD would have to 
take out of the acquaduct. 
and maybe, just maybe, 
somewhere along the line 
this might get to our friends 
in Northern California and 
they could have 500 acre 
feet mere of water . . . ■ 
Speculation you say, yes, but 
I am sold on it.

Soon the city will be an¬ 
nouncing the sale of little 
devices that will sell for 
$1.60 to be attached to your 
water outlets that will cut 
down your consumption of 
water without any effect an 
your desire. Watch for the 
announcement and purchase 
one of these devices. It will 
come back to you many fold 
and at the same time make 
you a saver.

In an article coming out 
of Washington, D.C., some 
very interetsing facts and 
figures were being told . . • 
Did you know that over 90 
per cent of the available 
supplies of ground water is 
now being used for agricul¬ 
tural purposes, mostly ir¬ 
rigation?

That it takes 150 tons of 
water to produce a ton of 
steel, and producing a ton 
of oil requires ISO tons of 
water, and the common 
commodity like paper takes 
250 tons of water to make 
a single ton of paper, and 
that much of earth’s fresh 
water is unsuitable for hu¬ 
man use.

An unusual flower show 
featuring rare azaleas 
trained in the bonsai style 
will be presented by the 
Valley Satsuki Azalea So¬ 
ciety of Temple City Satur¬ 
day and Sunday, June 4 
and 5, at the Los Angeles 
State tnd County Arboretum 
in Arcadia. 

Although known in Japan 
for hundreds of years and 
introduced to this country 40 
years ago, the particular 
variety of azalea is only now 
beginning to attract atten¬ 
tion. Called Satsuki azaleas 
because they bloom in May 
and June instead of Decem¬ 
ber through early spring 
like most azaleas in South¬ 
ern California, they are 
further character i z e d by 
their spectacular multi- 
colored flowers. Satsuki aza¬ 
leas in the bonsai form can 
have as many as seven dif¬ 
ferent colored blossoms on 
a single plant. 

Demonstrations on the 
techniques involved in train¬ 
ing the satsuki into the var¬ 
ious bonsai forms will be 
given each day at 1:30 p.m. 

This is .the second show to 
be staged by the Satsuki 
Azalea Society which was 
formed just a few years ago 
by azalea fanciers who be¬ 
came interested in experi¬ 
menting with the satsuki 
variety. Monthly meetings 
and workshops open to the 
public are held at the Khan 
Komai Nursery in Temple 
City.

Homes Out of Question 

The price of homes is rising so rapidly that by 1985 
only the most affluent will be able to afford them, a study 
by the Massachusetts Institute of Technology - Harvard 
Joint Center for Urban Studies has concluded 1 . 

If the present trend continues, the average price of a 
new home will be $78,000, the study found. In 1976 the 
median price of a new home was $44,200 and in 1970 it 
wa s $23,400. Only 27 per cent of the American families 
could afford the 1976 home, while 47 per cent could afford 
tlie 1970 home. 

Between 1970 and 1976 the average new home sales 
price increased 90 per cent, double the rise in the median 
family income whiah grew 47 per cent from $9,867 to 
$14,500. But monthly ownership costs, including utility, 
property taxes, maintenance and insurance, grew 102.5 
per cent in the same period 

The major factors in th,e rise of new housing prices 
were listed as inflation, higher construction and material 
costs (again reflecting inflation, higher land costs and 
larger interest charges for construction and home finance 
loans. 

Por government planners, tihe statistics can nave 
some major implications in planning growth of govern¬ 
ment services. In California, particularly, the changes 
should produce higher density of population, changing 
the cost s of transportation, utility and other services. It 
also co-uld change costs on fire and police protection.

The City of Los Angeles has a $1.5 billion deficit in 
the fire and police pension fund which will have to be 
made up from new and added property taxes in that city. 

An even darker cloud is now hanging over property 
owners as never before. Suits against the County are now 
being filed almost every day, by retired officials and 
employees, claiming that their job Caused them to lose 
their health, and they are entitled to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars, on top of their already bloated pension 

P ay - a. ^ ^ 

One example is the award to former Supervisor Debs 
who retired from the County on a $36,000 per year pen¬ 
sion. Debs claimed the fights he had with Supervisor Ward 
gave him heart trouble, and he was awarded $70 a week 
additional for 429 weeks, another $30,330. 

Former County Counsel MaHarg, now retired on a 
very large pension, is bringing the same kind of action, 
as is the wife of deceased former District Attorney Busch.. 

The legal door i s wide open for every employee of 
Los Angeles County, as well as every public employee in 
California, to bring such actions, and according to the 
precedents laid down already, all of them could win. 

Then, of course judges and administrators, public em¬ 
ployees themselves, will no doubt suffer great health 
traumas from the stress they have in making these awards 
until they too, can benefit from this taxpayer rip off. 

I wonder what would happen if all of us who are 
not on the public payroll, would file the same kind of 
claims against the state, as public officials do, claiming 
the confiscatory taxes, forced on us by public officials, 
is responsible for our headaches, bunions, stress, heart 
disease, mental breakdowns and trauma.

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, die 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Gasoline Use Is 

More gasoline was used by 
California motorists during 
March than in any previous 
March. 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that the state’s 
drivers used 966.7 million 
gallons of gasoline in March, 
exceeding the former all- 
time high month of August. 
1973, by more than 31.6 mil¬ 
lion gallons. 

Reilly said that March 
galonage was 7.7 per cent 
higher than in March of last 
year, registering an enor¬ 
mous increase of 17.7 per 
cent over the preced i n g 
month of February. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by distri¬ 
butors to retail out lets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale dis-

Iributors pay seven-eents - 
per-gallon tax on their dis¬ 
tribution to retailers. The 
State Board of Equalization 
administers that fuel tax. 

Reilly said that Califor¬ 
nia’s March revenue from 
that tax was $67.6 million, a 
sizeable increase of $10.1 
million over February, and 
up $4.8 million from March 
of last year.

Q. — 1 notice that many 
financial publications have 
been advertising Annual Re¬ 
ports of Corporations free 
for the asking. Isn’t an An¬ 
nual Report just a sales 
piece the corporation puts 
out, and isn’t it very bi¬ 
ased towards the corpora¬ 
tion? Wouldn’t you be better 
off if you got ycxir informa¬ 
tion about the corporation 
from an outside source? 

A. — One of the reasons 
you see so many advertise¬ 
ments this time of the year 
offering to send you copies 
of corporations’ Annual Re¬ 
ports is, most corporations 
are very interested in in¬ 
creasing the number of in¬ 
dividuals that own their 
stock and find their Annual 
Report is one of their best 
sales tools. 

There is no question cor¬ 
porations endeavor to make 
their Annual Reports attrac¬ 
tive and appealing and also 
present their story as favor¬ 
ably as possible. At the 
same time, the figures in the 
Annual Report are audited 
figures and from reports 
filed with the government. 

I think you can count on 
them being quite accurate. 

II is the figures that are 
most important to you as an 
investor. They show how 
good the management has 
been and are a much more 
reliable way of judging the 
management than al] of the 
words and pictures in the 
report. 

Comments and opinions 
from other knowledgeable 
people about a corporation 
you are interested in are 


valuable, but I’ve always 
found that no matter who 
tells me a corporation is a 
good investment, it pays for 
me to cheek out the figures 
myself and see if they sup¬ 
port the story I’ve heard. 

Q. — I purchased some 
Warrants for Accidental Pet¬ 
roleum Company. How come 
I don’t get any dividends? 

A. — You must have 
bought those Warrants with¬ 
out knowing much about 
what you wore buying. War¬ 
rants are not a share in the 
ownership’ in the company;

Warrants are the right to 
buy stock under the terms 
described in the Warrant. In 
the case of the ones you say 
you own, each Warrant gives 
you the right to buy one 
share of Accidental Petro¬ 
leum stock by turning in 
one warrant and $16.25. 
Since Accidental is now sell¬ 
ing for about $28 a share, 
and your Warrant enables 
you to buy at $16.25, your 
Warra.nt would be worth 
$11.75. Different Warrants 
have different provisi o n s 
and it is important to Know 
just what right a given 
Warrant provides for.
